They bring blood 
to those in need

Church Women United can count 
on at least two people to show up to 
donate blood during their two-day 
drive Thursday and Friday. 

Hazel Murphy and Bob Braund 
meier will be at the St. Elizabeth 
School cafeteria one of the'days to 
spend less than an hour of their time 
to give a pint of blood. 

BOTH OF THEM feel it's the least 
they can do to help save another per- 
son’s life, And that’s just what giv- 
ing blood can and does do every day. 

The problem. of  critically-low 
blood supplies in the St. Louis area is 
eyen more pronounced during the 
holiday season because of the rise in 
traffic accidents, dramatically in- 
creasing the need for blood. 

The American Red Cross Bi-State 
Chapter’s blood services office ad- 
ministers the regional blood pro- 
gram which supplies 140 hospitals in 
80 counties surrounding St. Louis. 

THE RED CROSS needs to collect 
1,000 units, or pints, of blood each 
day to meet the regular needs of 
these hospitals. And the holiday 
season adds to the demand, already 
stretched by additional organ 
transplant operations being per- 
formed in this area. 

Mrs. Murphy, 68, must now 
receive special permission from her 
doctor to give blood because of her 
age, but she has already given more 
blood than most donors do in their 
lifetimes. 

On July 8 she received her 10- 
gallon pin when she gave her 80th 
pint of blood. 


Braundmeier is not far behind. He 
has given more than 5 gallons of 
blood since he began giving and is 
now involved in another type of 
blood donation. 

HE IS A PARTICIPANT in the 
phoresis program at Barnes 
Hospital in St. Louis on a regular 
When his particular type is needed 
by a leukemia patient there, 
Braundmeier is hooked up to a com- 
puterized machine that extracts 
blood from one of his arms, removed 
the needed platelets from his blood, 
and returns his blood through his 
other arm. 

The process takes about 1% hours 
to complete, but Braundmeier 
doesn’t mind the time. i 

THE PLATELETS are needed for 
transfusion into the waiting 
leukemia patient to help control 
coagulation of the recipient's own 
blood. Braundmeier’s platelets must 
be given to the patient within’ 24 
hours. 

Murphy has been giving blood 
since World War II and says she’ll 
continue until her doctor advises 
against it. Those over the age of 66 
must have their doctor’s written 
consent before they are allowed to 
give blood. 

“J started during the war in the 
blood drives where I worked. I did 
the recruiting (of blood donors) in 
the office, so 1 thought I had better 
volunteer, too,”’ she said. 

Neither has had any.’bad_ ex- 
periences giving blood, though Mrs. 
Murphy has been turned down on oc-

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Piant lured to state,at gigantic cost 


To the Editor: 

When General Motors chose to 
locate its new Saturn plant in Ten- 
nessee, rather than in Illinois, many 
people — myself included — thought 
the state erred in offering specific, 
short-term incentives to Saturn. 

What Saturn wanted, we argued, 
is what all other industries consider- 
ing locating or expanding in Ilindis 
v lower taxes, fairer tax ad- 
ministration, and lower labor costs. 

A few weeks later, Chrysler/Mit- 
subishi announced it would locate 
the assembly plant of its new joint 
firm, Diamond-Star Motor Corpora- 
tion, in Illinois (Bloomington- 
Normal). Many of the incentives Il- 
linois offered resemble those offered 
unsuccessfully to GM. Why did the 
strategy work this time? 

Chrysler officials know why. The 
winning package assembled by Il- 
linois officials contained nearly $300 
million in tax ‘advantages’? and 
direct subsidies. 

Since Chrysler/Mitsubishi’s 
estimated investment in_ the 
Diamond-Star plant is $500 million, 
the package of tax breaks and sub- 
sidies from Illinois amounts to 60 
percent of the investment. The 
package assembled to court .GM’s 
Saturn plant was only half as attrac- 
tive —- less than 30 percent of that 
plant's billion investment. 

It loo like short-term tax breaks 
and subsidies can bring industries 
into the state, but only if Illinois tax- 
payers pick up at least 60 percent of 
the cost. 

This arithmetic may actually 
underestimate the size of 
Chrysler/Mitsubishi’s subsidy. The 
$300 million package was only the 
first installment: Chrysler has been 
promised similar aid to keep the 
doors of its Belvidere auto plant 
open next year. 


When the subsidies to Diamond- 
Star and the Belvidere plant begin to 
run out in 10 years, we can expect re- 
quests for further subsidies and 
special tax breaks. So perhaps Il- 
linois taxpayers will end up paying 
80, 90 or even 100 percent of the cost 
of the Diamond-Star plant. 

It is a strange sort of reasoning 
that interprets these figures to mean 
that short-term tax breaks and sub- 
sidies are an effective strategy for 
economic development. In fact, they 
mean something quite different. 

The decision by Chrysler/Mit- 
subishi to locate in Illinois proves 
two things: Illinois has the right 
location, transportation facilites, 
labor force, and amenities to attract 
a large manufacturer. And Illinos of- 


ficials must offer huge tax exemp- - 


tions and special subsidies to over- 
come public policies that cripple 
local industry and discourage. new 
business from coming to the state. 

Tax exemptions and special sub- 
sidies for one or two favored firms 
inflict further damage on companies 
already doing business in Illinois. 

The overwhelming majority of 
firms in Nlinois pay full taxes and 
receive no subsidies. The cost of 
Diamond-Star will perpetuate the 
taxes and policies that needlessly in- 
crease the cost of doing business in 
Illinois. 

For 15 years, Illinois’ economy has 
been stagnant. Since 1972, the gross 
state product has risen only 11 per- 
cent in real terms. At about one per- 
cent per year, this figure is well 
below the national growth rate of 
about 2.5 percent per year. 

Since 1969, Illinois has lost an in- 
credible 30 percent of its durable and 


‘nondurable manufacutring jobs — a 
loss of nearly half a million jobs. The’ 


projected 1985 unemployment rate 
of 8 percent is the fourth highest rate 


in Mlinois since 1970. It is projectéd 
that “unemployed workers will 
number 480,009 in Illinois this year.: 
For those \familiar with this: 
dismal record, the decision to locate 
the Diamond-Star plant in Mlinols 
may be seen as cause for celebra- 
tion. Unfortunately, the 2,500 jobsido 
not begin to recover. the state’s jdb 
losses over the past two decades. 
More importantly, the tactics bs 64 
by Mlinois officials do not signal ‘a 
change of thinking that will point the 
way to a more prosperous future for 
the state. ’ 
Tax credits, “exemptions, * 
abatements, and rebates by design 
cannot benefit all businesses equal- 
ly. For that reason, they are not only 
of limited effectiveness; they algo 
open the door for a politicization of 
the entire economic development 
process. ~ 
The effectiveness of Governor 
Thompson and the officials at the 
Department of Commerce and Com- 
munity Affairs could be greatly im- 
proved if they did not have to rely‘on 
short-term gifts and promises;of 
special treatment. . oe 
And the hundreds of thousands Of 
businesses already here in Illinois 
might perform a little better if they 
no longer were forced to subsidize 
companies that compete with them 
for labor, materials and markets. + 
Illinois businesses need a large 
reduction in their relative tax rates 
and a regulatory climate conducive 
to their long-term growth. - 
Long-term economic. growth does 
not make the big headlines that-a 
Saturn or Diamona-Star plant make, 
but for thousands . of Illinois 
businesses it can mean the dif- 
ference between life and bankrupt- 
cy.
